an d the gas was accumulatin g all n ight 
Coon rad says he told tbe men on tbe d ay 
shift that the min e was n ot safe, an d that 
they sbouid n ot go d own . 
They, on tbe con ­ 
trary. » ay he told them to go work ; that 
the min e was safe an d the fan would be 
workin g in an hour. 
About sixty men wen t d own about 7 
o’clock iu the morn in g, an d had hard ly got 
to their workin g places when they began to 
feel the in fluen ce of tbe gas. 
These suffo­ 
catin g fumes are very sud d en in tueir ac­ 
tion on the human system, an d almost be­ 
fore the men were aware of their d an ger 
they be. ame un con scious o r crassd .

on e reached the foot of the slope aod gave 
the alarm, which was rapid ly con veyed to 
the surface

was

A few of the men in

The history of Marshall’s life read s almost 
like a roman ce.

was smitten with tbe 
Western fever,”

By far the most interesting building ol 
the Pennsylvania railw ay repair shops, on 
the meadows between H ackensack and Je r­ 
sey City, is the round-house, where stalls 
are provided 
for forty-one locomotives, 
aside from the ;three entrances, which can 
be utilized at a pinch. 
Engines in all m an­ 
ner of undress costumes are resting in these 
stalls, receiving a respite from their arduoiu 
work. 
One of them , a freight, is just in 
from the line to have her sand-box repairea, 
and will return tq her labors in an hour’s 
time. 
Another, known as the “P” class, 
wLich constitutes the heaviest engines run 
on the road, is stripped bare of all its ex­ 
terior arrangem ents, and even to its five- 
foot-eight drivers and its I8j*x24 cylinders: 
its identity is only known by a common 
chalk m ark on its naked boiler, 1,059.

is one of the engines tha t hauls the bulky 
southern and w estern m ail trains, and was 
constructed 
especially * 
for 
tha t 
pur­ 
pose. 
Its 
w eight, 
equipped

which 
stands undressed near it. 
The latter, with 
it3 long legs—its drivers are six feet six 
inches in diam eter—appears to be more 
weighty, but the form er m akes up the dif­ 
ference in the length of its boiler and the 
size of the cylinders. 
H ard by are several other passenger en­ 
gines known as the “A* class, whose num ­ 
bers run from 1,030 to 1,045, and whose 
weights average 4 
tons. 
These are the 
most popular engines on the road, and can 
steam , work and run better with eight or 
ten cars than any other class. 
Many of the 
locomotives are now in the shops receiving 
a slopping tiro-box instead of the old-fash­ 
ioned fiat surface.

greatest proportion of assim ilative m atter. 
If, ou the contrary, it is necessary to en ­ 
courage the digestive action, we should se­ 
lect stim ulating food. 
Coffee is a n atural 
lrin k for the aged.. Its m ildly stim ulating, 
oothiag qualities directly indicate it as a 
beverage for the old. 
G asparin tells us that 
coffee has the property of rendering ele­ 
ments of the body more stable, and thus, if 
not affording nourishm ent, it dim inishes the 
wastes going on. 
Tho origin of m any dyspepsias in the old 
will be found in the lack of the proper 
m eans for the complete m astication of their 
food. 
The loss of their teeth will often en­ 
tail a long train of ills; 
A set of false teeth 
will sometimes remove dispeptic troubles of 
loug standing. 
M astication m ust be well 
perform ed, even if the food is not very 
>olid. 
The one golden rule is to eat slowly. 
Some old people have peculiar fancies 
about certain foods, which m ust not be 
>verU*oked. 
Milk is one of the most easily 
igested of foods, on account of its various 
constituents, and can be taken when noth­ 
ing else is permissable. 
Eggs, soft boiled or 
raw , are easily digested. 
Oysters, fish and 
lamb follow in about the order named. Beef, 
m utton and fowls and wheaten bread occupy 
about tho same tim e in digestion. 
Tho tw o form s of dyspepsia most fre- 
ijuently m et in old people are the acid form , 
where there is an excess of acid found in 
the stornaclq and the atonic form , whare 
there is a sluggish action of the mucus 
m em brance of the stom ach, and the tim e for 
digestion is greatly lengthened. 
In acid 
dyspepsia Dr. R inger recom m ends the use 
of glycerine, stating tha t an old gentlem an, 
learning tha t glycerine prevented milk from 
turning sour, concluded tha t it would be 
just the thing to prevent him self from turn ­ 
ing sour. 
Glycerine, combined with pow­ 
dered charcoal, 
has achieved success in 
rem edying this form of dyspepsia. 
Artifi­ 
cial acids im m ediately a fte r meals, breaking 
up the weaker acids and affording the n a t­ 
ural acids of tho stom ach, Is an exceedingly 
useful remedy. 
The atonic form of dyspepsia, combined 
with loss of appetite, requires a dtfferei# 
tre a tm e n t 
The stom ach is feeble and needs 
stim ulating. 
Two or three grains of cap­ 
sicum, w ith one-half grain of aloes, in a cap­ 
sule, will excite it to action. 
The constipa­ 
tion which often accom panies this form will 
bo obviated. 
W hen there are accum ula­ 
tions of gas, charcoal tablets, an hour or 
two after meals, generally give relief, but it 
i- not a good plan to keep up their use per 
m auently, 
as it tends som ew hat tow ards 
constipation. 
E lectricity Ls a g reat tonic for these dabil 
itated, relaxed 
stomachs. 
The apathetic 
condition of the intestinal track is dissi 
noted, the liver pours out its bile and life 
>e » ms to move on again. 
Alkalies taken be­ 
fore meals stim ulate the flow of the gastric 
juices. 
Slight fatigue often spoils the appe­ 
tite and lowers the digestive power.

There Ik a certain class of manu­ 
facturers at work all the time producing 
g oods for working the pawnbroker*

New York, 
Philadelphia and other larg e 
northern and eastern cities the circulation 
of these g oods is much g reater than in Chi­ 
cag o, as the pawnbroking business here 
is 
of 
a 
much 
lees 
rushing 
descrip­ 
tion. 
Sometimes 
pawnbrokers 
buy 
quantities 
of 
thee» 
g oods 
in 
bulk, 
but as a rule they are pledg ed in sing le 
pieces a t busy boors. 
The pawnbroker,

does not ev entua lly lore, If the stuff ts g ood 
enoug h to impose upon him, no lay man can

the honestly made 
article, and be dispose« of if out of his win­ 
dow or a t auction a t the full rata 
“ No article, larg e or small, escapee the 
attention of these bog us manufacturers, but 
chains, lockets, pendanfe, and rtag p are the 
g reat specialties. 
The whole production 
may be roug hly div ided into three classes— 
the ffilled,’ ‘edg ed,*and ‘mix ed.’ 
The ffilled’ 
method is g enerally broug ht to bear on the 
heav ier g oods. From 18 75 to 138 3, when heav y 
chains of cable and bar pattern were worn 
by both sex es, about 25 per cent of all those 
made were more or le« bog us. These chains 
were made by the usual filled process—tha t 
is, a thin plate of g old was welded te the 
base substratum before the chains were 
fashioned, 
in one link—the marked one— 
the bar and swiv el were almost alway s 
made 
solid. 
After finishing they were 
thickly electroty ped and burnished to make 
them of a uniform odor. 
They were then 
•sweated,’ two or three dozen being shaken 
up for an hour or two in a larg e chamois 
leather bag .

hav ing been worn for y ears.

As the interior of th e« g oods is either 
soldered fast or hidden by the g lasses and 
framework it is unusual to ex amine the 
back. 
Ev en if the backs ore cx fftalned, as 
in well-made g oods they hav e a tolerably 
thick g old plate* 
From their shapi they 
can not be filed and it is v ery difficult to lay 
open the fraud. 
Of course, when a jobber 
in buy ing a larg e quantity has any sus­ 
picion be reeorts to boring the asmph, but 
it is v ery unusual, as it utterly rain» the 
piece acted upon. 
It is certain tha t 50 per 
cent of a ll the 1 octets and pendants aohl as 
solid g old are of this description, and among 
them some of the finest and most massiv e 
looking specimens; 
This method is also 
much in use in the manufacture of sooa lied 
g old pencil-cases and penholders. 
“ There are two or three firms which manu­ 
facture larg e quantities of sleev e and collar 
buttons and ladies’ sleev e-links on this prin­ 
ciple. 
The edg e sy stem is broug ht into re­ 
quisition for a different class o f articled* 
In 
all lig ht-weig ht g oods such as fancy stone 
ring s, plain and band ring s from three sa d 
one-half to six penny weig ht» in weig ht, ea r­ 
ring s, brooches, seta, lac » -pin* g arter and 
suspender buckle» , scarf-rtng s, small watch- 
chain charms, chatelaine-chain iwadants, 
and In all article« of a lig ht description this 
principle is worked to a dv a nta g e 
It is 
much more prev alent than tho tilled 'sy s­ 
tem a t present 
The g reater pa rtior^of 
these g oods are m a le f/W unscrupulous job­ 
bing houses and g enerally sold to country 
•torakeepers and auctioneer* 
“ The last main dlv uicn in th e » g oods is 
the 'mix ed.’ 
ThU sy stem of imposition is 
less sweeping and profitable than the two 
others. 
All classns of g oods, both heav y 
a n i lig ht weig ht, are made up in this way . 
The whole thing consists ol making different 
portion* of the same urticie of g reatly v a ry ­ 
ing qualities of g old and selling the whole 
piece a t the trade price of the finest part. 
In chains, for instance, two or three of the 
links usually tested are mode of 14 or 13 
carat* 
The other linki are compered of 
g old from 0 to to 8 carat. 
The whole chain 
is then » olJ for 14 or 18 carat, and aa the 
inferior g old Is silv er alloy ed, and the better 
mix :« ! with baser metal, the whole chain 
wears uniform and of one color for y eara 
“ These three main line» almost cov er the 
whole g round, thoug h there are many com­ 
binations of the different sy stems and new 
dodg e4 are continually coming forward.’*

The Ways o f the W orm—Heady be 
His J ob of Spinning—How 
! 
Performs 
the 
Task "-Che 
Coooon*

The insect is in one sense a ttsy manu­ 
facturer himself, finding his “ raw material” 
cniefly in the leaf of the mulberry tree 
(morus), which gives name to the common 
silk-moth (Bombyx morfi, the caterpillar of 
which is the silk-worm. 
The tree is said by 
a proverb to be made for the worm and ths 
worm for the tree, and it ssoms to have a 
fiber peculiarly suitable for tex tile use, 
some of the Peciflc islanders making cloth­ 
ing by macerating the bark of the paper 
mulberry, without the intervention of the 
silk-worm. 
Most of the silk of commerce is 
made by this one moth from this one food, 
yet it can feel, in whole or in pert, upon 
other leaves, as those of the osage orange in 
this country, and it has a soore of cousins 
or more distant relations, as the Ttnaah 
moth {Antheria paphia) of India, which live 
upon other trees, and produce a similar ma­ 
terial. 
The moth is about an inch long, whitish, 
with brown stripes, and lays a t the cksw of 
summer numerous eggs about Che size of a 
pin-head, attached amgly to the leaf by a 
kind of gum. which, when dry. has a silky 
appearaaor. 
The moths aoon die; the aggt 
do not batch until the nex t summer, and 
can meanwhile be a e t around the world. 
The sale of grain or esed, as the egg* ers 
also called, Is of itoetf a Ntoniss, for it 
brings as much as $4 par oaaos, tenfold tbs 
prioe years ago, before an epidemic swept 
through the eilk world. 
Baob moth layt 
from 400 to TOO eggs, but K takas over 600,- 
000 to make a pound, 
la obtaining eggs far 
breeding, the grower usually places the 
moths on cloths in a dark, warm room, 
where they oontentodly lay their eggs and 
die. 
In tropical countries, as sou there 


China and iudia, the egge batch by natural 
hem; in others, artificial warmth is neces­ 
sary; and in old times hot-beds were used, 
or the eggs were carried about by women in 
little bags in their bosoms.. 
The careful grower makes ready for the 
Latching 
by providing latticed trays or 
bundles of twigs, about which the food of 
finely chopped mulberry leav« 3 is distrib­ 
uted. The tiny worm a t first eats two meals 
a day; at the end of five days he casts his 
first skin, on the ninth day his second; 
again, on the fifteenth, twenty-second, and 
thirty -second days he “ moults,” becoming 
torpid, and ex changing his old skin for new. 
Like his fellow-worm, man, be has “ seven 
ages;” tbs six th, when he has attained the 
mature age of 32 days ie the spinning, the 
last the breeding period. 
At the approach 
ot the spinning age the worms from a single 
ounce of egg* (nearly 49 ,000 eggs) will have 
required over 1.200 pounds ot leaves, and 
will need about 184 square feet of space for 
their home*. 
Each day’s batching is kept together. Met 
the older eat up the food of the weaker 
brethren, and every care mast be taken to 
prevent the growth of the minute fungu* 
which makes “ silk-worm rot,” and to ward 
off other dineasea 
In 1657 Europe was 
swept of much of its silken wealth by one of 
theee parasitic diseases, and one of Pas­ 
teur’s early triumphs was in discovering its 
nature. 
The worm is oooservativst. and never a t­ 
tempts to move from his place until it ie 
time to begin spinning; he then becomes dis­ 
tend» ! .with ths silk juios.and semi-transpar­ 
ent, like a ripe yellow plum, and can pres­ 
ently be observed lifting his bead and look 
ing about for a good site for bis coooon- 
building, which has been furnished 
by 
the 
cocooo -grower in arches of twigs 
or lattice-work. 
Some 
of 
the worms 
are 
lazy. 
and the 
twig 
has 
to 
be 
applied. 
The spinner, with careful fore­ 
cast, adjust* his body fas the best position 
for the coooon, and oommenoes to throw the 
floss that forms it* outer coating. 
The material of the silk is a gummy aecre- 
tioo in aerioteria, two large gland* along 
each side of the body, terminating each in a 
epiuneret in the mouth; each fiber of the- 
thread proves on microscopic ex amination 
to be double, one strand coming from each 
spinneret 
What the angler prizes as “ silk­ 
worm gut” is this Mericterium soaked in vin­ 
egar, stretched and dried in the sun. 
The 
worm close« himself in tighter and tighter, 
the interior thread being the finer; he fix es 
his boly in place with his hooked feet and 
throws his head here and there as he spins. 
The thread is sometime* 1,89 9 feet long 
withou t break; good cocoons shou ll yield 
300 yards; it takes at least 2,500 worms to 
raise a pou nd of silk. 
W ithin five or six 
days the spinning is completed, and the moth 
presently makes preparation to emerge, by 
the help of another secretion, which softens 
'r dissolves the end of the cocoon. 
Since in 
piercing the oou oon the worm breaks the 
continu ity of the thread, it is u su ally killed 
ju st before this stage by exposing the 
cocoons to the ru n where the tem peratu re is 
above hS degree* or by baking, steaming, 
or otherwise heating them carefu lly, so that 
the fiber is not gu mmed together by the 
beat.
